Enrolment ceilings for UVic’s 1969-70 session— 
the first such move ever made by a B.C. university— 
were set Friday following announcement of a provincial 
operating grants share almost $1,5(X),(XX) below the 
university’s proposed budget.

$65,0(X),(XK) allocated to universities in the province, said

University of Victoria’s acting 
president Robert Wallace said 
the UVio grant was almost 
$1,500,000 less than the proposed 
budget and &ie cut ’’deals a 
very crippling blow to the' 
university’s present operation 
and shatters any aims for the 
future. 

’’In many areas, less money 
wilt be available in the current 
year than was spent last year.” 
EXPECTING «.000 
Dr. Strand said SFU's grant 
is $4,800,000 less than the 
amount needed for Its expected 
6.000 students. 

UBC presltJent Dr. Walter 
Qage said ajthpugh the division 
of funds wa.s equitable, UBC 
would receive $2,492,443 less 
than it had requested and would 
not be able to undertake “a 
number of important improve¬ 
ments” but would be able to 
operate on the same level as

It cannot be denied that the centre is built on a 
grand and pretentious scale—its complex spreads over 
GVj acres and includes a 2,300-seat opera house- 
concert hall, an SOO-seat theatre with an apron stage, 
a 300-SMt experimental studio, a music salon which 
can hold 100 people, a restaurant, a cafe, a muKltude 
of bars, some boutiques and a bookshop. 

One correspondent who has looked into the 
matter closely reports that the big question now is: 
who is going to fill the centre’s three theatres to make 
it pay, and \riiere are the audiences coming from? 
After all, there are modem theatres in Montreal and 
Toronto not so far away. 

A number of observers of the Ottawa scene 
believe that the project might be forced to close down 
after several months for lack of funds. However, 
former Canadian diplomat Hamilton Southam, who is 
one of the major powers behind the development, says 
that he has a guaranteed subsidy of the $2,500,000 a 
year needed to keep the centre going.

March. The index held steady 
in Feburary end moved up in 
January by ttie same percen¬ 
tage as in May.

•world. And yet we cannot help 
but wonder If the Church were 
to give her possessions to the 
poor would it, over a period of 
years, make that much differ¬ 
ence in their lives.

the Church? What does the 
Church really need to fulfill its 
role? The question of the 
resources of d>e Vatican is a 
complicated issue at the best of 
times and is particularly in¬ 
volved because of the official 
policy of silence that the 
Vatican has adopted regarding 
its investments. This policy of 
silence has occasiemed much 
speculation. Most of us have 
read articles which have been 
extremely cirticaf of the wealth 
of the churches. 

The Church began a new 
chapter in its histXHy 'hi 1929 
adien the Vatican-Qty State 
becasne a sovereign state. While 
it comiH-ises only 108 acres, we 
know that its inhabitants are 
ctmeemed with the spiritual 
welfare of appnudmateiy 600.- 
000,000 Catholics thomighout 
the wirld. With the resolution in 
1929 0 1 the famous Rmnan 
Question through the signing of 
the Lateran Treaty, the Govern¬ 
ment of Italy recognized tlie 
Vatican as an indeperident stato, 

* ♦ * 

The Vatican in turn recog¬ 
nized the former Papal States 
as a part of Italian territory. As 
compensation for its loss of 
property to die Italian State, 
the Vatican received fnHn the 
Italian govemmem both cur¬ 
rency and bonds. Ihe National 
Georgraphie Magazine’ in its 
Issue of March, 1939, reported 
that the currency amounted to 
approximately $39,000,000, while 
the interest earned by the bonds 
given to the Vatican provided 
an annual revenue of appiroxi- 
mately $3,000,000. Informed 
laymen have counselled the 
Vatican in its investment poli¬ 
cies since that time.

Within Vatican City there is 
the famous St, Peter’s BasilicB 
office buildings and the Pope's 
summer residence. 

Personally, I see no justifiea- 
tion in selling or otherwise 
disposing of thne buildings 
and treasures.

All ot us may not 
agree with their policy but I 
think we can commend them for| 
their motives and tympathdze 
with their reasoning. 

An article in The Eoomonist 
of March 27, 196S. speculated 
about the extent of the Vati¬ 
can's investments. The estimate 
WBs $5.6 billion, of whioh aibout 
$560 milloan was held to Italy. 
Howev-er, figures released 8ub-| 
aequently indicate that Vatican- 
held stocks in Italy were about 
cne-lhird at that asnount. On 
February 23. 1968. Italy's Fi¬ 
nance Miniatar. Luig$ Preti, 
infeamed a mamn itite e of the 
Italian Parbament that the 
Vatican held $161 million in 
Italian stocks.

Funds and property reli-: 
giens orders and dioceaes | 
throughout the world no doubt 
appear to many to be greater in 
vttlue than is necessary for the 
werk of the churches. Ve Tnust 
remember that the churches are 
very invedved m the charitable 
and humamtarian projects all 
over the world and in the 20th 
century, such researces are a 
necessity if people are to be 
reached. Those fiamdliar vridi 


church financing at the parish 
level will know that churches 
are always burrowit^ money 
and they are always having 
trouble balancing their budgets. 
It .is a common thii^ to have 
church property valued at, say, 
$100,000. end yet to have the 
congregation to debt for 15 to 20 
years retiring a loan. 

Just as local churches find it 
dlfHoult to meet their fimiKial 
commitments, I suspect that ffie 
Vatican at ks intematkxiel love] 
lacks the funds that it would 
Uke to achieve its objectives.
